Therepublican tariff bill en- 
tirely prohibits tteirnpoitaiion of opinra 
for smoiiDg find euthunzes its oouflsoa- 
tion wherever focud, ThoMillsbilldots 
not do this.

The Mills 
biil cot ( nly topeale tbe special Uses on 
stillp, but it piovidta that no ftilis shall 
bo confiscated nereaftcr ac a penalty for 
ilicit diBtilling. but thall be told 10 the 
hifihest bidder to go baoK into busintsf, 
Provision IB alao made that distillers 
haying a capacity ot twenty-fire bnnbele 
may run free from oversight of regula- 
tion by internal revenue iflkers. 
They 


may secordingly "force their mashes' 
Bid worU up to 6 capacity ot eeventy- 
flvo bushe.'B while pay ing tbi on onlJ 
one-third their product! The means so 
carefully devised by the present law to 
tuppress ilicit distilling by Email oon- 
oerns are all swept away by the Mille 
bill, and free scope is allowed for the
